He slipped and fell and before he 
could arise Smith struck him. in the 
face. 
The referee, who had warned Smith 
in the third round for fouling, imme­ 
diately 
disqualified 
the 
American. 
Smith was booed, hissed and jeered 
by the crowd. 
He and his followers 
protested the decision. 
In the fourth 
round 
Smith 
was 
knocked down with a right to the 
kidneys and took the count of six, 
arising as the gong rang. 
At the end of the fifth Smith had 
landed a right to 
the 
face 
which 
jarred the Frenchman. 
Honors were about even, although 
the 
Frenchman 
had 
shown 
more 
speed when Smith was disqualified. 
The fight was for the light heavy- 
i weight championship of Europe and 
had attracted more
